In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action 
mailed January 13, 2006, applicants hereby provisionally elect subspecies 1, claims 1-2, 
5 and 6 for continued prosecution, shown in Figs. 1 A-IB with traverse. 

As noted in the Office Action, claim 1 is generic to all subspecies, including 
subspecies 2 (claims 1, 4, 5 and 7) and subspecies 3 (claims 1, 3, 5 and 8). Accordingly, 
if claim 1 is allowed, all of dependent claims 2-8 should be allowed. See 37 C.F.R. 1.141. 

Moreover, M.P.E.P. § 803 directs as follows (emphasis added): " If the search 
and examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the 
examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or 
independent inventions."
